Mr. Sharp says the Mitchell bill which was 
Introduced In congress some 18 months ago 
would Bupersede state's rights In relation to 
the Columbia river's resources and Would con- 
trol the economic wellnre or the area under 
auch federal supervision. Most alarming of 
all his warnings was tho belief that the CVA 
bill, If passed in Its present form, would Jeop- 
ardize present water rights of land owners. 

The Idaho State Reclamation association, 
as well aa similar organizations from Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Wyoming and Montana, has 
gone on record as being opposed to a Colum- 
bia river authority, and the citizens of these 
fltatcs arc urged to acquaint themselves with 
idl phases ol federal control the government 
Js conlemplatlns In this connection, and to 
write or wire their representatives In Wash- 
ington urging defeat of the Mitchell bill. 

Remember, now Is the time for action. And 
onco more the Times-News Joins In repealing 
this Important warning.

It evaporates. When sweat 
off In streams there Is UtUe 
cooling effect as tar as body heat 
li concerned. On hot dsys. 
light, loose clothing, and exjvise 
yourselt to a breete and thla will 
help your penplratlon In i 
Heat Is produced In the body by 
muscular exertion and by food. If 
possible, do your work In Ihe cooler 
parts of the day. and rest during 
midday. Young cbllditn and oldi 
persona should always test alter tl 

hour aa tho tendency toward 

beat upaets It grsater In the yotmg 
the old. If you have to work 
hard during hot weather, plan to 
regular Intervals, as this 
will give your body a ch 
get rid of extra heat. Avoid heat 
producing foods In hot weather. Fat 
and protein are heat producers 
while sugars and starches supply 
energy but not excealvo heaL 

Avoid exposure to the direct raya 
of the sun. Keep your head covered 
and It possible, wear a tropical type 
ot helmet when out In the hot mm. 
The army has learned that ip arch- 
ing close formation on a bot day is 
tiring because ot the heat and mois- 
ture produced. Av^ crowds ^od 
keep CDoL * 
.When the body has to maintain a 
normal temperature. In an atmos- 
phere which ts above body temper- 
ature, a great deal ol pertplratloa 
must iM ersporaUd. II In addition 
the air Is charftd with extra mbl»- 
turs coollnc Is madt note dUIlcult. 



It Is on auch days that heat produc- 
tion In tha body should be kept at 
OS low a rate as possible. To Increase 
perspiration, drink an cxcesslvo 
amount of water. It Is belter to take 
iraall amounts of water frequently 
than to drink large amounts at a 

Excess Ive perspiration tobt the 
body of sail. Inhabitants of warm 
climates have always cstea salty 
foods. We should eat more salt on 
hot days. After adjustment lo In- 
creased needs haa been met, lew 
salt la required to satLily the body. 
For a sslt water drink, a level lea- 
spoon of salt lo a quart ot water Is 
enough. After a time, the body 
learns to secrete a mote diluted 
sweat, and then the salt can t>e 

Mental slllludB has a great deal 
to do with our abiUty to iland the 
heat. The calm, well adjusltd types 
do much better on hot daya than 
the nervous Irritable fusscrt. A 
good night's sleep helps mcst of all.
